"In the station the 
lines are all kept free.". 


Describing one such arrival of the 


Emperor's ,traiu the correspondent 
3ays, "All workmen, on this occasion, 
whether. Belgian or German, were dis- 
patched outside, and -access to the sta- 
tion was forbidden. 
This applied to 


ail passengers as -well. The military 
guards occupying parts of the station 
and environs were ordered to leave 
their posts and pile their arms. The 
only persons allowed on the platforms 
were the stationmaster, his employes 
appointed to .work at signals, and the 
military chief. There was no guard 
of honor, no manifestation whatever. 


"This clearing of the station takes 


place at every station through which 
the train passes, which it does at the 
maximum regulation speed. At Brus- 
sels detrainraent took place opposite 
the Place Rosier, wbicli is a mili- 
tary post since the ^occupation. 


"The space in front of the station, 


.which is always forbMden ground 
to passengers was occupied by sev- 
eral motor cars. As soon as the Em- 
peror entered his caF the small fleet 
ran swiftly to the Pare Rue Hoyale, 
where the 
Kaiser 
atayed 
several 


hours. 


"During the presence of the Kaiser 


the officials always display the utmost 
nervousness in fear of anything tak- 
ing place, and they always breathe 
a sigh of relief when th«ir master is 
gone. The fact that eveo the military 
are obliged to retire and pile their 
arms seems to suggest a distrust of his 
own array."
